Luxemburg Stamp For 
August 10th, Fourth 
In Overrun Nations Set 


Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker announced today that the 
5-cent postage stamp honoring 
Luxembourg, of the. Overrun 
countries series, will be placed on 
sale for the first time August 10, 
1943, at the Washington, D. C., 
post office, and at other post of- 
fices as soon after that date as 
production will permit. 

The central subject is a repro- 
duction of the flag of Luxem- 
bourg, in natural colors—red, 
white and blue—with the name of 
the country appearing underneath 
the flag. The frame of this stamp 
will be similar to that of the first 
stamp of this series, honoring Po- 
land. 

Stamp collectors desiring can- 
cellations of the new stamp on 
August 10 may send not more 
than 10 self-addressed envelopes 
to the Postmaster, Washington 13, 
D. C., with a cash or money order 
remittance to cover cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. Stamps of 
selected quality for collections 
may be obtained on mail orders 
from the Philatelic Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 
25, D. C. The Agency does not ser- 
vice first-day covers. 

The flag on this new Luxem- 
burg stamp will be one of three 
bars, the top in red, the center in 
white and the lower one in blue.

Death Of A. W. Dunning, 
Known As The Father 
Of Seal Collecting 


Arthur W. Dunning, one of the 
old time Philatelists and perhaps 
best known in recent years as the 
Father of Seal Collecting, died at 
the age of 78 years, at his resi- 
dence on Wrightsville Sound near 
Wilmington, North Carolina, Sat- 
urday evening July 10th at 8 p. m. 

Death came suddenly and un- 
pectedly although Mr. Dunning 
had been in ill health for some 
months past. 

Only recently he sold the bulk 
of his years of accumulation of 
stamps and like material to Her- 
man Herst, Jr. of New York. 

Altho a stamp man throughout 
most of the years of his life, he 
was best known in recent years for 
his interest and activity in Christ- 
mas seals and poster stamp col- 
lecting and held a large accumu- 
lation of such material. 

He had a reputation that will 
live for years after his passing 
and was a friend to every worthy 
collector who came in contact 
with him.

The Acting Postmaster at San 
Bernardino, Calif., is returning 
covers sent to him for the first 
flight of AM-13 from that city, 
together with a letter saying “In- 
asmuch as we have no informa- 
tion concerning an airmail stop 
in this city on Route AM-13, I am 
herewith returning the first~flight 
covers furnished by you.”

So in a 
way, it wouldn’t pay to send your 
covers out now. 

Recent Airports dedicated in 
Texas included Beeville on June 
Ist, Abilene on June 4th, Gal- 
veston on June 19th, and San 
Marcos on June 24th. These will 
be described in further detail in 
a later issue.

That is the title given to the 
new Oppressed Nations set by 
some dealers and it is rather ap- 
propriate I think. The only fault 
I have to find with the stamps is 
the denomination selected. Why 
not six cents instead of five? A 
six cent stamp could be used to 
pay double letter rate, and there 
are a lot of them going through 
the mails these days, also six 
cents would pay the Air Mail reg- 
ular rate. Being the shape and 
color they are there should not 
have been any confusion in using 
them in this manner. As it is five 
cents can be used only on parcel 
post and on foreign letter rate and 
I suspect the latter reason is the 
one that decided the issue. Al- 
though ict me point out that none 
of the people that the stamps hon- 
or, or rather their countries will 
likely get to see any of the stamps 
till the war is over. Too, letters 
to soldiers overseas the rate is 
only three cents. So I feel that a 
little better distribution would 
have been attained had the value 
been six cents, or the regular 
three cents. Maybe I am all wet 
I don’t know. 


Publishers Advise. 

You all read Mr. LINNS advise 
in a recent issue as to the possi- 
bilities of .»recancel collecting. 
Much along the same lines is a 
lengthy article in the July Stamp 
Wholesaler by the editor “Mr. 
Miller. He exhorts the dealers to 
turn to precancels where they face 
a failing wholesale market. Point- 
ing out the increased collector 
demand for precancels and the 
differences in obtaining supplies. 
When gentlemen of the experience 
of the above named give out such 
advise I think collectors should 
pause and investigate. My advise 
has been to the new collector to 
collect for the fun and joy of col- 
lecting, if you must collect in such 
a manner that your financial car- 
eer is tied up in your collecting 
efforts DON’T COLLECT PRE- 
CANCELS unless you have the 
guidance of experts. To dealers, 
don’t sell too cheap and don’t sell 
too high. Dealers new to the pre- 
cancel game are prone to do one 
or the other. A lot of precancels 
are worth more than one cent 
each, so don’t sell everything at 
lc, you lose and don’t help the 
precancel game either. On the 
other hand don’t take some of the 
catalogus too seriously, the values 
quoted may be high but the price 
should be low. 





Notes, 

Mr. John Gurnett of Elgin, II., 
calls my hand on the coil item I 
wrote a few weeks back. I said 
that no catalog recognition had 
been given to the strips of three 
where the line and gap are “one 
removed.” The catalog does say 
that two and one-half times the 
value of a pair (plain) shall be 
the price of such items. This is 
what you get for relying on mem- 
ory.—The 12c Richmond number 
B83 always a tough item has ap- 
peared rather frequently this 
spring in auctions. Always bring- 
ing quite a good bit over catalog 
quotation, so we can expect a 
substantial raise in the new cata- 
log unless the pricers know of a 
stock.—I know of several collec- 
tors cf Defense Bureau issues who 
upon being slowed down for lack 
of new material have turned to 
making duplicate collections or 
second collections as they call 
them. Why I don’t know but they 
are. — Bi-Centennial precancels

IT MUSTA BEEN THE HEAT 

If I were an ostrich I would go bury my head in the sand and 
let the missels fly, but not being an ostrich I have to open letter 
after letter, some quite voluminous and with samples, specimens 
and other proof to show me how wrong I was in the article of July 
8th in which it was stated that a new field was 
open to cancellation collectors in that they could 
now gather the numbered cancellations of the 
bigger cities and which I either said or implied 
were tied up with the new zones for addressing 
mail to such cities. 

It musta been the heat, for why I ever failed 
to look back at some covers as little as six months 
old and see that the numbers were in the cancel- 
lations even before this new zoning rule became 
effective, is something I can never tell. I can 
only blame it on the heat. I might give a dozen 
other excuses but I do not think any of them are 
as good as that one so I will let it go at that. 

Geo. W. Linn One thing I have learned and I can recom- 
mend it to other publishers, If you want to find out about reader 
interest in what you print, just try printing something that is wrong. 
Do as I did, try writing an article about somethng that you do not 
know anything about and you will probably get more mai] from 
your readers than you ever got before on a single subject. If we 
could get just as much help and enthusiasm on all subjects as this 
one brought, due to its inaccuracies, we would feel very pleased. 

We found out that a lot of people do collect cancellations and 
have a heap of fun out of it. Thus far the daddy of them all appears 
to be Mr. L. D. Peaslee of Cincinnati, Ohio, who claims to have over 
a dozen volumes of cancellations on Cincinnati alone. We have al. 
ways visioned the collecting of cancels of one large city as being a 
fascinating and extensive field but we never dreamed that it would 
run to such proportions, 

We also learned that there are a lot of people who collect cancels 
who seem almest as ignorant of the subject as we were. This little 
effort has learned us that the best thing for us to do is to stick to 
some subject that we know something about, else be more careful 
next time and check our theory from all angles before rushing into 
print. 

After all, however we are going to blame it on the heat, for 
this kind of hot weather never did please us and we will be most 
happy when the cool days of October roll around. 

Now if any of you cancellation collectors want to write an ar- 
ticle on cancellations and cancellation collecting, here is your chance, 
we know many are interested, you write the article and we print it, 
but be sure you know what you are talking about. 

Perhaps the best thing to do is to print the letter that comes 
from Mr. Peaslee of Cincinnati, for although not prepared as an 
article on cancellations, it does give quite a bit of information of in- 
terest and seems to be about the most interesting of the many ‘et. 
ters that have come as a result of our story of July 8th. The article 
or letter by Mr. Peaslee is therefore included in this issue, It may 
lead you to follow in his footsteps and if you want to correspond 
with him on the subject you can address him at 6698 Iris Ave., 
Cincinnati, Ohio.

Picture Of War Stamp 
Another Scoop For 
Our Weekly Readers

Last week we printed what is 
the first picture of the War Sav- 
ings Stamps found in any Ameri- 
can Stamp Collectors publication 
and possibly in any newspaper 
stamp column. 

Heretofore it has been forbid- 
den to print pictures of these 
stamps as well as of the War 
Bonds. A recent ruling of the 
Treasury Department has changed 
this and now such pictures can 
be printed under certain condi- 
tions. ‘ 

We can best tell the story by 
the following reprinted item 
which speeks for itself. 

“The regulations of the Treas- 
ury Department concerning the il- 
lustration of War Savings bonds 
and stamps were amended (F. R. 
Doc. 43—2691; filed February 18, 
1943; 1140 a. m.), and authority 
is now given to make, hold, dis- 
pose of, and use illustrations of 
War Savings bond and War Sav- 
ings stamps for publicity purposes 
in connection with the campaign 
for the sale of War Savings bonds 
and stamps: Provided, That illus- 
trations of stamps are of a size 
less than three-quarters or more 
than one and one-half, in linear 
dimension, of each part of such 
stamp. The making or reproduc- 
tion of a savings bond or stamp 
in any manner or in any form 
other than as provided in these 
regulations is not permitted.” 

This ruling is very similar to 
the one concerning illustration of 
stamps, except for the provision 
that iliustrations are to be for 
sales promotion purposes, thus we 
doubt if the stamps can be illus- 
trated in stamp albums. We will 
leave it to Mr. Clark to figure 
that out.

USO Stamp Auction 


A New York dealer who re- 
quested that his identity be with- 
held has contributed United States 
stamps and covers valued at about 
$1,000 to the “Send Your Stamps 
to War” campaign sponsored by 
the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation for the benefit of the 
United Service Organizations. 

This material, together with 
donations received from collectors 
and dealers all over the country, 
is to be publicly auctioned early 
in the fall. The exact date of the 
sale, and the place where it is to 
be held, will be announced shortly 
by the A. S. D. A.’'s president, 
Emil Bruechig, 522 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City. 

Material continues to reach Mr. 
Bruechig. Donations thus far re- 
ceived are conservatively estimat- 
ed to be worth more than $6,000, 
and other contributions are pro- 
mised. The material is now being 
mounted, and all the lots will be 
described in an illustrated cata- 
logue which will be made ready 
far enough in advance to enable 
out-of-town buyers to submit bids 
by mail. 

The stamps and covers contrib- 
uted anonymously by the New 
York dealer comprise seventy-

Not the least among 
the benefits, has been your valuable suggestions—for exampde, using larger type— 
it seems on first examination that you are just trying to sell more space—but I 
can assure any one that large clear type does pull better. 

I feel sure that if more dealers would advertise consistently, they would find 
that advertising will bring them more business. For example, for over eight years 
I have been advertising a U. S. Mixture in Linn’s (the same lot), and every day 
I get orders from collectors saying that they have at last decided to buy the mix- 
Of course, if a dealer had to wait eight years for sales, he might starve. I 
point this example out merely to show that the longer a dealer advertises in the 
same medium, the better his chances are for more sales.
